A SLEEP IN A COFFIN. 


REMARKABLE JOURNEY OVER THE 


FLOODS TO A BUDDHIST TEMPLE. 


Overflow of trie Yanetse Klaus—Tl16 Gnat 


Bice Plain Hooded—Suffering in Kla- 
klaug—Navigating Stores and rrtrell- 


. ings in a Canoe. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—It was July, 


and the boat of a semi-tropic sun had been 
parboiling the vast seas of water that filled 
the great valloy of the Yangtse Ktoag for 
six weeks. The river had risen above its 
usual high water lines during summer fresh- 
ets, and the "oldest inhabitant" taxed bis 
imagination in vain endeavors to recoil soch 
a flood, 


The water stood from 0110 to six feet deep 


in the streets of Kiuklaog, and the "Foreign 
Concession," although supposed to be graded 
above high water mark, was navigable for 
small craft from door to door. Tho hous&I 
occupied stood one street back from tho river 
front, or "Bund" as it is called. In the back 
port of tho ample yanl was a lakelet fa 
which fish disported la comparative free- 
dom from tho cormorants and their greedy 
masters. 


Tho waters from tho river had come into 


this lakelet, and mado it into a raging sea. 
The mountains lay same ten mile south from 
tho river and parallel to it. Tho only dry 
land between tho river and mountains was 
an occasional hill or ridgo. North of the 
river was a stretch of lowlands, extending 
from Hankow up tho river some 1GO miles to 
a point many miles east o£ Kiukisng. This 
plain averaged somewhere iu tho neighbor- 
hood of thirty miles wide. Tho region In- 
cluded iri this plain was a rich cotton grow- 
ing district, and was protected from over- 
flow only by an oarth bank which hod been 
constructed by the government at great cost 
for the protection of tho lives and property 
of tho many thousands of "farmers who culti- 
vated tho cotton and rico farms. 


This dilco hod yielded to tho high river, 


and iri a night the rich plain was converted 
into a raging eea. Many thousands of in- 
dustrious Chinamen had obeyed the man- 
dates of Denis Kearnoy, of "sand lot fame," 
and hod "gone," not from an unwelcome 
homo, bat to watery sepulture. 


Such scones of suffering, aided by the 


smells of decaying vegetation and putrid 
fflth which was fast accumulating every- 
where, were not calculated to aid an invalid 
to recover health. 


I therefore, like many another refugee, 


took to tho mountains. 


Two Enellshmcn who, were employed In 


tho Chinese customs service owned a yacht, 
an£ as. all business was suspended, they got a 
loavo of absonco for a couple of weeks, and 
we arranged o. trip to a celebrated Budd-' 
hist temple, which stood over the erestof tho 
Li San, or Three Milo Range of mountains, 
some twenty-flro miles south of tho city. 


One of my companions was a corpulent 


Knglishman of twoscore years. He had been 
a navigator In tho Southern Asiatic seas until, 
some ill wind had blown his craft upon an 
Inhospitable rock bound coast of one of tho 
Bornheso islands, and bo lost his commission. 
Ho was not flttod, either by build or habits 
o£ life, for mountain climbing. 


My other companion was Ukawlso off ex- 


salt. Ho was younger and of bettor build 
for pedestrianism, but he could not endure 
high altitudes without becoming "dizzy 
headed," asho expressed it 


Wo stocked the larder with such supplies 


as were at band, and our stores were by no 
means scant, even though in the midst of a 
Booming famine. Silver .bullion will unlock 
tho tightest bolts, and Europeans sojourning 
in China never do as tho Chinese do, as they 
do when in Rome, but look to the markets of 
tho civilized world for their food supply. 


It was at tho close of a swelteringly hot 


day, with the mercury lodged up around 
three figures, when we threa "Foreign Dev- 
ils" went aboard our trim yacht and set sail 
for the upper end of the lake, at the foot of 
tho .mountain. Wo slept aboard the vessel 
tho first night, in order to take advantage of 
the cool of the early dawn tor the portion of 
the -jourtioy which must bo made on foot. 
To our disuppointment tho sun roso bright 
and clear. Wo preferred clouds Just then, 
for wo bad a hard climb into cloudlund bo- 
fore reaching our haven, and wo hod no al- 
ternative but to walk. Wo loft tho boat In 
charge of tho "captain," a native navigator. 


One of tho indispensable requisites of 


foreign residence in tho Orient is a cook. 
And I will add that said cooks aro men. It 
has ever boon a question which I have not 
taken time to answer why In China or Japan 
or India, when a foreigner engages a family 
cook, men aro always sought; but such is 
tho fact. My cook was a faithful and efficient 
servant. We each had a cook, and when 
wo.storted on our foot journey up the moun- 
tain that morning wo left our cooks 
in charge of affairs and took no thought as 
to bow or when our stores would arrive at 
the destination. 


Up, up wo climbed, and grander and yet 


more entrancing the view. 
But rny legs 


began to grow weary. For two months I 
hod been a victim to a climatic ailment, 
which ia familiar to all Europeans who so- 
journ in southern countries for tho first time. 
My usual powers of endurance were reduced 
to a minimum. I turned around and sat down 
upon the road, for the ascent was Indeed so 
rapid that the next step above tbo last was 
liko climbing a stair with a foot rise to each 
succeeding step. This formed a ready seat 
for tired bones to rest upon. 


But now wo aro confronted with a new 


trouble. Wo had left our stores in charge of 
tho cooks to transport, and now wo were 
hungry and nothing to eat, and tho supply 
train was not yet in sight. Tho rood over 
which we had passed lay liko a long serpent, 
winding its attenuated body in and out among 
the crags .and acacia jungles far below us. 
And now and then we could catch a glimpse 
of the supply train trudging on tho way 
with huge burdens of supplies. But while 
comparatively near, yet they were far too 
far considering tho state of our appetites. 


My corpulent English friend hod been 


thoughtful enough to put a solitary box of 
sardines in his pocket. He also had a flask of 
"Hennessy's Best" in his " 'ip pocket," Upon 
these wo made a hasty lunch. We at length 
reached our; journey's end, hungry and 
wearied as any Buddhist pilgrims, of whom 
there, bad been many, who had sought tba 
spiritual consolations and ministrations of 
tiic.t;teraple during the centuries of its exist- 
enco.

Our provisions, however, bod not arrived. 


Our servants had experienced great difficulty 
in coming to terms with burden bearers to 
convey our stores, and had lost much time 
which we had not figured upon. It is sure to 
be the case when a Chinaman sees that be bos 
a foreigner at bis mercy that be will bleed 
him for the last copper. 
i 


But tho price of labor in that particular 


market where we were seeking to buy labor 
took a scddon rise. Tho cunning coolies 
knew that it was a "ground hog case" with 
the foreigners. We bod gone up the moun- 
tain, leaving onr stores below, and they were 
Just cunning enough to know that we could 
not dispense with those stores at whatever 
cost to get them. Bo they stood out for ?r

Collapse of a Railroad Bridge 


Across the Ohio River 


at CilncinnaW, 


Entailing a Los? Upon the Keystone 


Bridsre Corapiiny of Pittsburgh,

Collapse ol a Railroad Bridge' AcroM 
the Ohio River at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 27.—The new Chesa- 


peake & Ohio railroad bridge ha course 
of oonstrucllon between this city and 
Covington, collapsed at ten o'clock yes- 
terday morning, with a report that could 
bo heard two miles away. For several 
lays the engineers to charge of tho con- 
struction of the bridge had been appre- 
hensive on account of the high water 
and tho groat quantity of drift wood 
which had been floating down and lodff- 
iMg against the trestle or false work of 
the bridge. Every artifice known to en- 
gineering skill had boon resorted to to 
got the drift through the open channel 
that was left, but it could not be handled. 
A string of barges Uulf filled with water 
were placed iu tho form of a V on the 
upper side of tho bridgo to ward off the 
drift, but it packed tigat undor the barges 
and lifted them out of tho water. 


Part of the bridge including the elevat- 


od portion of it fai out on tlio Kentucky 
Bide had been prnc.lcally completed for 
some timo, and tho workmen were engag- 
ed on tho channel span. This span ia the 
one that gave way nnd was immediate- 
ly above tho central current of the river. 
It was ono hundred foot high and on top 
of tt was a traveler ono hundred and fou r 
toot high. The structure was weighted 
down with nine freight onri loaded with 
pig iron and other heavy material be- 
sides 700,000 pounds of bridge iron to 
make it steady. 


The crash wns witnivssod by hundreds of 


peoplfe who crowded to tho south end of 
the bridge in Covington. The loss Is es- 
timated at $90,000, and will foil on tho 
Keystone Bridge Company, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa, Tho work would have beon complet- 
ed by January 1, when trains ovor the 
Chesapeake & Ohio road would havo en- 
tered the Central passenger elation.

DEATH OF JOHN D, GILLETTE 


A Voted Farmer and Cattle Kaiser 


—Talk of His Great Wealth. 


Col. John D. Gillette, the noted cattle 


king of central Illinois, died Saturday at 
Mackinaw, Miohjagod nearly 70 years: 


At the time of his death he owned 20,000 acres 
ot land in Logan county, 111., and beld gioo.poo 
ol the stock of nve central Illinois banks, lie 
was noted as a successful breeder ol fine beel 
cattle, and as one of the first to export beel 
cattle to England. 


John D. Gillette was born In Connecticut April 
18.1819. He moved to Illinois In 1838, stopping 
with his uncle In what Is now part ot Logan 
county, at Bald Knob, He commenced work on 
the farm at $8 per month; he remained at Bald 
Knob about two years, and then improved a 
farm at Lake Pork, In Logan count?, where he 
resided about twenty-nve years. From there he 
removed to Elkhart, which he considered his 
home until he died. He was married on March 
31,1842,^0 Miss Lemira Farke,who survives him, 
and by whom he has had eleven children, Mr. 
Gillette laid the foundation o( his fortune by 
entering government land In Logan and adjoin- 
ing counties and selling to actual settlers. He 
was president of the First National Bank, and 
owned stock In it and several other banks In 
surrounding towns ami cities. He had on the 
home farm Targe herds of cattle and other stock. 
Mr. Gillette waa a close observer, a good judge 
ot human nature, with a retentive memory and 
clear and decisive judgment. He never held 
any politic*! oillce. as he hod no time to devote 
to anything but his private business, which he 
always attended to himself, never intrusting It 
to others. His lite was one of industry and ac- 
tivity. He did much for the city of Lincoln, in 
the affairs ol which he always took a great in- 
terest. His life demonstrates what honesty, 
pluck, perseverance and economy can accom- 
plish. He went to his final rest loved and re- 
spected. 
Mr. Gillette was in all life's essentials a self- 
made man; two years after his advent as a 
youth Into the state of Illinois, he returned to 
Sew Haven, Conn., where he attended school 
six months. He returned to Illinois In the fall 
of 1838, making the western part of his trip by 
way ot the Ohio river, being forty days on the 
joarney to St. Louis. The first 880 of his wages 
which be saved as a farm laborer he invested in 
entering forty acres of government land. This 
was tho foundation ol the fortune which ho ac- 
cumulated.

THE ESTATE. 


i'MNGFiELD, ILL., August 20.—It is said 
here to-night that the estate of John D. Gillette, 
ot Elkhart, whose death is reported at Macki- 
naw to-day, Is probably the largest In central 
Illinois. 
Gentlemen well acquainted with his 
affairs put the valuation of his realty at $1,200,- 
000, and his personal at 8800,ooo,the latter largely 
in bank stocks and cattle. He Is Known to have 
made a will, of which his two sons-lu-law, Gov. 
M. J. Oglesby and David T. Litter, and his son, 
John Gillette, arc said to be the executors. He 
leaves a widow, and there are eight children liv- 
ing, seven daughters and one son. It is under- 
stood that after providing for the widow, the 
entire estate is to be divided into nine equal 
parts, two of which shall go to the son and one 
to each of the daughters.

From the Rockford (III) Register ] 


" The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspaper like the New York Sun and TUB 


CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading milter 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have some other employment for 
their time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels, of news. The she-Is that give the news systematically 
and amply, and without unnecessary padding, arc taking the lead in the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly ; many occurrences of interest

evil brought the remedy, and there be- 
gan an era of discrimination, during which 
arose such journals as the New York Sun
